Landlord  Syndrome?  . . . 


Russ  Decries  Charge  For  Unused  Room

Preposterous. 

That’s  what  George  Russ,  executive 
assistant  to  the  ASBYU  President,  calls 
the  policy  of  charging  rent  from  the  first 
ofSeptember. 

“Most  students  don’t  arrive  in  Provo 
until  a day  or  so  before  registration. 
Hwertheless,  they’re  being  charged  for 
the  full  month  of  September,”  Russ 
stated.  “This  gives  the  landlord  at  least 
two  weeks’  rent  when  the  students 
aren’t  using  the  facilities.” 

“1  wanted  to  ascertain  the  reasoning 
of  the  landlords  in  this  matter,  and 
therefore  called  the  managers  of  all  the 
ipirtments  1 knew  were  doing  so.  The 
reasons  which  were  given  seemed  to  be 
wperficial  and  not  at  all  indicative  of 
their  underlying  motives,”  Russ 
continued. 

There  were  three  explanations  given 
frequently,  according  to  the  executive 


assistant:  that  the  contracts  were  setup 
from  September  1,  that  the  apartments 
were  ready  and  available  on  that  date 
and  finally,  “the  in-depth  aphorism,”  as 
Russ  termed  it,  “that  all  the  other 
landlords  are  doing  it.  ” 

Russ  answered  the  three  explanations. 
“As  far  as  the  first  explanation  is 
concerned,  why  can’t  the  contracts  be 
changed,  and  better  yet,  why  were  they 
made  up  that  way  to  begin  with. 

“In  answer  to  the  second  reason,  the 
$210  to  $240  monthly  rent  received 
from  all  students  should  more  than 
compensate  for  this  three-week  period. 


‘The  last  explanation  is  so  extremely 
superficial  I don’t  care  to  even  concern 
myself  with  it,”  Russ  added.  “When 
students  are  made  to  shoulder  the 
burden  of  a landlord’s  loss,  I think 
things  have  gone  too  far.” 

“If  a student  doesn’t  use  the  facilities 
for  three  weeks,  he  shouldn’t  pay  for 
those  weeks.  Looking  at  this  issue  from 
an  overall  view,  if  5,000  students  pay 
$1.25  a day  for  facilities  they  don’t  use, 
the  student  body  is  taking  a loss  of 
nearly  $132,000,”  he  continued. 

Russ  stated  Delyle  Barton  of  the 
University  Housing  Office  had  indicated 
to  him  that  the  University  had  advised 
landlords  not  to  charge  students  from 


KALAMAZOO,  Mich.— BYU’s  football  team,  featuring  a sputtering 
offense  and  a defense  that  was  tough  when  it  had  to  be,  slipped  by  an 
outmanned  Western  Michigan  squad  here  Saturday  by  a 1 7-7  score. 

The  season  lid-lifter  for  the  Cats  proved  to  be  far  more  difficult  than 
most  seasoned  observers  had  predicted.  This  was  due  mainly  to  the 
Cougar’s  own  ineptness  on  offense,  but  a sticky  defense  thrown  up  by  the 
host  Broncos  added  greatly  to  the  Cougar  difficulties. 

While  not  as  pronounced  as  in  years  past,  the  victory  seemed  secure 
after  the  first  two  quarters  with  the  Cats  boasting  a 17-point  bulge  and 
threatening  to  break  the  game  wide  open. 

The  KO  punch  never  came,  though,  and  Coach  Tom  Hudspeth’s 
gridders  had  to  be  content  with  a close  10-point  victory. 

Credit  for  the  victory  should  go  to  the  defense.  Except  for  one  lapse, 

which  allowed  the  Broncos  their  only  ^ 

most  outstanding  player  on  either  team. 

Terry  Sanford,  who  watched  from  the 
sidelines  as  the  Cougar  attack 
floundered  for  most  of  the  first  period, 
came  in  to  spark  the  team  to  two  quick 
scores  which  proved  to  be  the  margin  of 
victory. 

BRIGHT  SPOT 

The  running  attack  also  proved  to  be  a 
bright  spot  for  the  Cougars,  as  nine 
backs  combined  for  a total  of  1 1 6 yards. 
Dave  Swanson,  recently  home  from  a 
mission,  and  sophomore  Kip  Jackson 
were  especially  effective. 

Play  was  ragged  from  the  start,  with 
both  teams  playing  far  below  their 
offensive  potential. 

The  Broncos  seemed  intent  on  playing 
the  role  of  considerate  host  as  they 
handed  the  ball  to  the  eager  Cats  on 
three  fumbles  and  three  pass 
interceptions. 

Such  lack  of  polish  was  unexpected 
because  the  Broncos  had  shown 
considerable  poise  in  whitewashing 
Arkansas  State  the  previous  week,  20-0. 

BYU  was  unable  to  take  advantage  of 
the  numerous  breaks,  however,  and  at 
times  seemed  anxious  to  play  polite 


score,  the  defense  was  in  mid-season 
form. 

GOOD  DEFENSE 

Coming  off  a season  that  saw  BYU 
ranked  12th  in  the  nation  in  rushing 
defense,  the  Cougars  proved  that  they 
are  at  least  that  good  again,  allowing 
only  65  yards  in  48  Bronc  attempts. 

The  game  was  not  without  its  stars  as 
Craig  Bozich,  BYU’s  Mr.  Clutch  on 


the  first  of  September.  “It  seems  they’ve 
disregarded  that  advice,”  he 
commented. 

“It’s  my  personal  opinion  the  real 
reason  for  the  rent  assessment  can  be 
summed  up  in  the  words  of  one  of  the 
managers  who  jokingly  said  he  charged 
from  the  first  because  ‘we  can  get  away 
with  it,’  ” Russ  said. 

“Although  it’s  too  late  to  do  anything 
this  year,  students  can  be  aware  of  this 
charge  and  perhaps  plan  for  next  year  so 
we  won’t  see  a repeat  performance  of 
this  ridiculous  charge,”  Russ  concluded.

The  best  seats  in  the  student  section 
of  Cougar  Stadium  will  be  1500 
allocated  to  a card  stunt  section 
extending  outward  from  the  50-yard 
line  to  the  30-yard  lines,  Fillmore 
pointed  out.

Birthday  greetings  flowed  into  President  David  0.  McKay  as  he 
celebrated  his  95th  birthday.  World  leaders  including  Lyndon  Johnson 
and  Richard  Nixon  sent  messages.  The  mail  from  well-wishers  was  heavy 
enough  to  literally  swamp  President  McKay’s  office. 

General  conference  of  the  Church  will  be  held  on  October  4, 5,  and  6. 
Worldwide  members  from  465  stakes  will  converge  on  historic  Temple 
Square  for  the  conference  sessions.  Simultaneous  translations  will  be 
broadcast  in  many  languages  throughout  the  world. 

Jacksonville,  Florida  houses  the  newest  stake  in  the  Church.  The 
Florida  Stake  was  divided  September  15.  The  new  stake  is  number  465. 
President  Vorwaller  of  the  new  Jacksonville  Stake  is  a former  graduate  of 
Brigham  Young  Univ. 

Be  Ye  Doers  of  the  World  is  the  theme  of  the  Sunday  School 
Conference  which  will  be  held  concurrently  with  the  1 38th  semi-annual 
Conference  in  Salt  Lake.  All  sessions  will  be  under  the  direction  of  David 
L.  McKay,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Preceding  General  Conference  the  Relief  Society  plans  to  have  its 
general  conference  on  October  2 and  3.  Mrs.  Belle  Spafford,  president  of 
the  Society,  will  lead  off  the  conference  which  features  five  general 
authorities  of  the  Church. 

Japan,  Mexico,  Italy,  Samoa,  and  New  Mexico  hosted  Youth 
Conferences  for  members  of  the  church.  Elder  Ezra  T.  Benson  was  the 
featured  guest  in  Tokyo  for  the  festivities. 

The  Skylon  Tower  in  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario  housed  the  Church 
exhibit  of  the  Canadian  Mission.  Over  27,800  visitors  visited  the  exhibit 
this  summer  and  viewed  the  film  Man’s  Search  for  Happiness. 

“Portrait  of  a Prophet”  is  a movie  telling  about  the  life  of  President 
McKay.  It  was  issued  to  commemorate  his  life  of  service.  The  film  was 
made  in  the  BYU  Movie  Studio. 

LDS  Business  College  students  will  welcome  their  new  director 
Richard  R.  Clark  as  the  school  year  opens.  Mr.  Clark  is  currently  engaged 
in  work  on  his  doctorate  at  BYU. 

The  Genealogical  Society  was  represented  in  Madrid,  Spain  at  the 
sixth  gathering  of  the  International  Congress  of  Archives.  Two  members 
of  the  Church  Society  met  with  500  other  delegates  representing  a total  of 
45  countries. 

Seoul,  Korea  hosted  The  Korea  Mormon  Missionary  Choir  at  a 
recent  Broadcasters  Festival.  The  choir  received  live  coverage  on  the 
Korean  T.V.  Networks  and  a resounding  round  of  applause  when  they 
returned  the  money  they  received  for  performing  to  be  used  to  aid  the 
people  of  the  drought-stricken  areas  of  the  South . 

Church  Translators  participated  in  a seminar  designed  to  preserve  the 
traditional  Norwegian  language.  Twelve  members  of  the  Church 
Translation  Services  Dept,  attended  the  seminar.  The  “Church  Unified 
Magazine”,  a publication  of  the  church  in  Norwegian,  was  submitted  to 
the  sponsors  of  the  seminar.  It  received  very  favorable  comments  from  the 
directors.

Ironton  Plant  Has  Long  History 


Transfer  of  the  old  Ironton  plant  to  Brigham 
Young  University  for  dismantling  and  conversion  into 
an  industrial  park  recalls  a long  history  of  iron-making 
at  the  site. 

The  plant  was  constructed  in  1923-24  by  the 
Columbia  Steel  Corporation  (formerly  the  old 
Columbia  Steel  Company  in  California)  which  had 
been  attracted  to  Utah  by  the  successful  production 
of  steel  during  World  War  I by  the  old  Utah  Steel 
Corporation  at  Midvale. 

Columbia  purchased  coal  deposits  in  Carbon 
County,  Utah,  and  iron  ore  deposits  near  Cedar  City, 
Utah.  Then,  erecting  a battery  of  33  by-product  coke 
ovens  and  a 45-ton  blast  furnace  at  Ironton,  Columbia 
began  producing  pig  iron  on  April  30, 1924. 

The  majority  of  the  working  force  was  recruited 
from  native  Utahns  in  the  agricultural  area,  most  of 
whom  had  never  seen  a steel  mill. 

An  old  iron  bell,  cast  in  Cedar  City  in  1 855— one 
of  the  treasured  possessions  of  the  Utah 
pioneers— announced  the  official  dedication  of  the 
plant  on  July  7, 1924. 

The  operations  of  Columbia  Steel  Corporation  in 
Utah  successfully  used  for  the  first  time  coke  made 
from  Utah  coals  and  smelted  southern  Utah’s  iron 
ores  with  the  aid  of  limestone  quarried  from  nearby 
deposits. 

Pig  iron  produced  at  the  Ironton  furnace  was 
intended  primarily  for  consumption  in  Columbia 
Steel  Corporation’s  steel  plants  at  Pittsburg  and 
Torrance, Calif. 

The  rest  of  the  output  was  sold  to  the  Pacific 
States  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Company  near  Ironton  and  to 
foundries  throughout  the  western  states. 

This  arrangement  remained  substantially 
unchanged  following  the  purchase  of  Columbia  Steel 
Corporation  by  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation 
in  1930. 

During  World  War  II  the  government  decided  to 
build  additional  steel  facilities  in  the  West  to  supply 
the  bottomless  war  demand  and  as  a precaution 
against  possible  closing  of  the  Panama  Canal  by 
enemy  attacks.  U.S.  Steel  Corporation  was  requested 
to  design  a new  plant  at  Geneva  (the  site  of  a summer 
resort)  on  the  shore  of  Utah  Lake  about  six  miles 
northwest  of  Provo. 

It  was  built  for  the  government  by  U.S.  Steel’s 


Columbia  Steel  Company  without  charge.  The  fir 
pig  iron  was  smelted  there  in  January  1944  followt 
by  the  first  open  hearth  steel  a month  later. 

All  this  time  the  old  Ironton  plant  continued 
produce.  During  the  war  a blast  furnace  was  mov(| 
from  Joliet,  111.,  at  the  request  of  the  government 
the  Ironton  plant  boosting  production  by  anoth 
300,000  tons.  ' 

After  the  war  the  vast  output  of  the  Geneva  plai 
slowed  to  stand-by  operation  while  governmei 
disposal  plans  were  negotiated.  In  1946  the  W; 
Assets  Administration  accepted  U.S.  Steel’s  bid  f( 
the  Geneva  plant  and  operations  were  resumed, 
Eventually,  all  operations  in  Utah  wei 
consolidated  into  the  Columbia-Gene-ra  Ste 
Division  of  United  States  Steel  Corporation, 

However,  as  vast  new  steel-making  and  rollir 
facilities  were  developed  at  the  Geneva  works,  tl 
number  one  furnace  at  Ironton  was  taken  out  ( 
operation  in  1960  and  the  number  two  furnace  w« 
shut  down  in  1962.  Permanent  discontinuance  i 
operations  at  Ironton  was  announced  by  U.S.  Steel  i 
1966.

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They  came  all  in  a flood-a  sea  of  faces 
passing  at  the  rate  of  almost  60  per 
minute.  Hour  after  hour  they 
pa  passed. . . confused,  confident,  tired 
or  excited.  “Every  class  I needed  was 
closed.”  “I  got  ’em  all  the  first  time 
through.”  “1  don’t  know  for  sure  what  I 
got  but  I’m  going  to  hang  onto  it.”

So  went  last  week’s  registration  as 
some  22,000  students  were  sorted  into 
over  1,000  classes.  For  some  it  was  an 
ordeal  many  hours  long,  while  others 
finished  in  minutes.  It  is  by  no  means 
finished,  either,  since  several  thousand 
students  will  find  it  necessary  to  add  or 


drop  classes  before  the  semester  gets 
fully  under  way. 

Each  year  seems  to  go  a little  easier 
than  the  last,  as  bugs  are  ironed  out  of 
the  system  which  will  never  be 
completely  smooth  since  it  will  always 
involve  people.  This  year  the  staff  and 
faculty  put  many  hours  of  planning  and 
organization  into  making  registration  as 
smooth  as  possible.  From  all 
indications,  their  efforts  were 
successful. 

No  one  has  yet  devised  a system  for 
squeezing  1 00  students  into  a room  with 
50  seats,  so  there  is  still  the  problem  of 
closed  classes  and  the  resulting  ruination 
of  a neat  class  schedule.  Probably  the 


surest  known  way  to  overcome  thii 
problem  is  to  start  filling  required 
classes  the  day  you  enter  the  university 
and  get  them  all  civer  with  before  youi 
senior  year. 

With  everything  but  the  final  juggling 
now  over,  the  registration  crew  can  now 
turn  its  attention  back  to  its  iatesi 
project-computerized  registration, 
all  goes  well,  this  should  greatly  reduce 
the  problems  associated  with 
enrollment  procedures. 

We  commend  Bill  Sampson  and  his 
crew  for  the  fine  job  they  have  done  on 
this  semester’s  registration,  and  wish 
them  complete  success  in  the 
development  of  a computerized  system.

Part-time  students  paying  by  the  hour 
must  pay  for  hours  added  at  the  time  of 
the  addition. 

REFUNDS

Dr.  Rus-scl  Horiuchi’s  field  of  interest 
is  geography. 

Professor  Spencer  Palmer,  who  will 
lecture  on  Asbn  philosophy  and  religion 
has  just  returned  from  three  years  in 
Korea. 

(’hinesc  literature  is  the  interest  of 
Professor  Gary  Williams.  Professor  F'red 
Takasaki  will  lecture  on  Asbn  Art. 

“The  greatest  challenge  facing  the 
U.S.  in  the  world  today  is  in  Asia.” 
commented  Dr.  Hyer.  “Most  Americans 
arc  ill-prepared  to  understand  or  to  meet 
the  challenge.”

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Grant  Richards^

Sparsely-populated  Utah  County  has  provided  BYU  with  three 
consecutive  student  body  presidents. 

Grant  Richards  is  this  year’s  installment . 

A former  vice-president  of  academics.  Grant  lists  his  home  town  as 
Pleasant  Grove.  Whatever  that  is.  His  top  executive  assistant,  Paul  Genho, 
describes  his  physical  appearance  as  slightly  “rotund  and  balding”  but 
most  coeds  will  sharply  disagree. 

I caught  him  for  a moment  on  the  ELWC  fourth  floor  and  we 
discussed  student  government’s  modus  operandi  for  the  coming  year. 

Unlike  campus  leaders  at  some  other  universities,  BYU’s  campus 
kingpins  try  to  get  as  many  students  involved  in  student  government  as 
possible.  Last  year  over  5,000  contributed  in  some  way. 

“We’ll  have  the  intern  program  again  this  year,”  said  Grant.  “We’ll 
(the  executive  council)  be  visiting  all  the  dorms  and  organizations  to 
acquaint  students  with  us  as  well  as  to  recruit  those  who  want  to 
participate.” 

REAL PURPOSE 

That  prompted  a question  on  the  real  purpose  of  student 
government. 

“There  are  three  main  functions.  First,  to  provide  activities  for 
students;  second,  to  represent  the  student  body  to  the  administration  and 
all  other  organizations;  and  thirdly,  to  set  an  atmosphere  for  the  school.” 

' What  is  the  best  way  for  student  government  to  be  a responsible 
student  voice? 

“By  being  responsible  student  leaders.  This  is  done  by  keeping  an 
accurate  contact  with  students  through  polls  and  attending  campus 
functions.” 

Are  there  any  special  privileges  extended  to  student  officers  that  are 
closed  to  everyone  else? 

“Student  government  is  handled  just  as  any  other  club,  with  block 
seating  at  football  games  but  a system  of  rotation  prevents  special 
consideration.  Those  people  who  work  on  events,  such  as  a concert,  get 
good  seats  to  the  event  and  I wouldn’t  consider  that  unreasonable  for  the 
amount  of  time  and  effort  they  put  into  it.” 

PARKING  ORDINANCE 

Last  year  many  students  were  confused  by  a Provo  parking  ordinance 
that  prohibited  parking  on  the  streets  all  night.  What  is  the  situation  now? 

“The  ordinance  was  amended  so  that  tickets  will  be  issued  only  where 
the  street  is  posted  and  I don’t  know  of  any  that  are  posted  at  this  time.” 

Turning  to  the  problems  of  social  life  on  campus,  the  conversation 
became  lighter. 

“In  this  modern  age,  it’s  amazing  that  we’re  still  using  the  cave-man 
random  selection  method  of  looking  for  a wife.  If  a person  had  three  dates 
a week  with  three  different  girls  it  would  take  seven  years  to  date  over  a 
thousand  girls.  It  appears  that  what  we  need  is  a computer  system.” 

What  about  the  social  life  of  BYU’s  social  pacesetter? 

“Well,  1 don’t  think  I’ll  be  getting  married  until  the  Temple  is  built  in 
Provo;  after  all,  it’s  such  a long  way  to  Salt  Lake  and  the  freeway  isn’t  even 
finished.”

Starting  this  semester,  students  will 
no  longer  be  able  to  obtain  free 
medical  aid  at  the  student  clinic. 

Glen  Roundy,  assistant  director  of 
the  Student  Health  Center,  said  that  a 
$2.00  fee  per  visit  was  instigated 
because  of  a “low  budget-too  low  in 
fact.” 

Roundy  said  that  it  boiled  down  to  a 
question  of  either  raising  tuition  or 
charging  fees. 

The  center’s  policy  changes  were 
announced  earlier  this  year  in  a letter 
from  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  to 
the  parents  of  all  students. 

There  will  also  be  a charge  of  $14.00 
each  day  a student  is  in  the  clinic  ^ a 
patient.  In  addition,  there  will  be  a 
charge  of  $1.00  per  visit  to  the 
Physical  Therapy  unit  assessed. 


Roundy  also  said  that  no  mass 
immunization  will  be  done  this  year. 
However,  he  suggested  that  students 
who  have  serious  health  problems  such 
as  influenza,  small  pox  or  rheumatic 
fever,  check  into  the  Health  Center  in 
order  to  obtain  immunization. 

Foreign  students  who  have  not  had  a 
skin  test  or  a check  for  tuberculosis  are 
required  to  make  arrangements  to  have 
this  done  through  the  Immunization 
Clinic  at  the  Health  Center. 

Also,  any  students  who  have  ever 
had  a positive  reaction  to  the  skin  test 
should  have  a follow-up  check  as  soon 
as  possible,  according  to  Roundy.

Pigskin  Rule  Changes  Hold  Linemen,  Stop  Clips 


Several  changes  and  modifications  of 
ithe  NCAA  football  rules  will  be  in  effect 
I for  the  1968  season,  but  few  will  be 
I apparent  to  the  average  fan. 

The  controversial  punting  rule  passed 
just  a year  ago.  which  prevented  the  five 
interior  linemen  from  leaving  the  line  of 
"scrimmage  until  the  ball  had  been 
^kicked,  has  been  thrown  out  and  the  old 
TOle  reinstated. 

5 Two  of  the  new  rules  will  affect  the 
'length  of  the  game  slightly.  The  referee 
|will  stop  the  clock  on  each  first  down  to 
I,  fallow  the  “chain  gang”  to  re-establish 
4tself. 

I The  lengtli  of  time-outs  has  been 
«duccd  from  two  minutes  to  one  and 
Jone-half  minutes.  During  a time  out,  one 
: player  may  visit  with  the  coaching  staff, 
tohich  is  a modification  of  the  1967  one 
player-one  coach  rule. 

/Two  changes  were  directed  toward 
• the  offensive  linemen.  It  is  now 


mandatory  that  at  least  five  men  on  the 
line  of  scrimmage  wear  numbers  from 
50-79,  inclusive. 

Men  wearing  those  numbers  are  nu, 
eligible  to  receive  a forward  pass, 
regardless  of  position,  eliminating  the 
tackle-eligible  play  which  has  been  a 
point  of  controversy  for  several  years. 

CANT  MOVE 

Once  an  offensive  interior  lineman  has 
his  hand  or  hands  on  or  near  the  ground, 
he  cannot  move  until  the  snap,  unless 
signals  are  checked.  This  rule  eliminates 
the  shift  after  offensive  linemen  are 
“down.” 

With  an  eye  toward  a safer  game,  the 
NCAA  Rules  Committee  has  made  il 
illegal  to  signal  for  a fair  catch  on  a punt 
and  subsequently  block  a player  on  the 
punting  team. 

In  addition,  men  in  motion  toward 
the  ball-who  are  outside  the  clipping 


area  at  the  snap— and  men  who  have  a 
position  five  yards  or  more  outside  the 
legal  clipping  zone  at  the  snap,  may  not 
clip  in  the  legal  clipping  zone.

lacerning  the  education  of  its  youth. 


He  opened  his  talk,  with  illustrations 
of  student  enthusiasm  for  attending 
BYU  which  were  emphasized  to  him 
tiiis  week  as  he  prepared  to  embark  on 
a plane  from  Los  Angeles. 

In  asking  BYU  students  waiting  for 
their  plane  what  they  liked  about  the 
Y,  they  replied;  “It’s  the  spirit  there; 
it’s  the  kids  with  high  ideals;  it’s  the 
atmosphere.  The  Y is  different,  and  the 
teachers  have  faith  and  believe  in 
God.” 

LIFT  STUDENTS’  LIVING 
With  these  remarks  setting  the  tone 
of  the  occasion,  Elder  Hunter  pointed 
out  to  the  faculty:  “You  have  such  an 


impact  on  the  lives  of  our  boys  and 
girls  as  you  place  them  one  by  one  on 
that  escalator  of  life  with  increased 
learning  and  wisdom,  with  the  touch  of 
spirituality  to  lift  their  living  and  their 
thinking  on  the  course  that  will  take 
them  back  into  the  presence  of  their 
Heavenly  Father,  prepared  for 
exaltation.” 

In  emphasizing  that  Mormon 
educators  are  unorthodox  because  of 
their  concept  of  the  kingdom,  Elder 
Hunter  said,  “We  become  the  servants, 
not  the  masters;  and  we  teach  as  did 
the  Savior-by  precept  and  by 
example.  And  we  are  willing  to  follow 
because  we  know  we  follow  the  truth.” 


Following  Elder  Hunter’s  speech,  the 
group  was  served  a chicken  dinner. 
Afterward  Miss  Janie  Thompson  and 
her  troupe  of  15  “Startime  BYU” 
students  performed  the  two-hour  show 
which  brought  them  wide  acclaim  on  a 
recent  two-month  tour  of  the  Orient 
for  the  U.S.  Department  of  Defense 
and  the  State  Department. 

The  audience  praised  the  group  with 
a standing  ovation  after  the  show. 
Their  plaudits  added  to  the  total  of 
more  than  100  standing  ovations 
received  from  servicemen  while  on  the 
tour.

academics.  Ironically,  one  definition  of 
“academic”  is  “toO  far  from  reality: 
not  practical  enough”.  Yet, 
international  academic  standards  and 
world  situations  rebut  that 
interpretation  easily  enough. 

The  age-old  problem-which  might 
be  re-iterated  for  frosh-is  to  find  the 
proper  balance  between  academic  and 
social.  So.  freshmen,  these  are 
questions  to  answer  NOW: 

How  important  is  “book  learning”  to 
you? 

How  important  do  you  feel  good 
grades  are? 

How  much  are  you  willing  to  do  to 
achieve  good  academic  status? 

No  lectures,  debates,  or  newspaper 
articles  will  answer  these  questions.  It’s 
up  to  you  to  set  your  own  values. 

DECIDED?  NOW  DIG 

Once  you  know  what  you  want  out 
of  college,  the  next  big  question  is: 
how  determined  are  you  to  get  it? 

Timeliness  is  all  important. 
Upperclassmen  can  verify  that  these 
first  weeks  are  vital. 

A major  difference  between  high 
school  and  college  _classes  isn’t 


necessarily  the  course  content,  but  the 
amount  of  outside  work. 

Two  days  of  getting  behind, 
especially  in  general  education 
requirement  classes  which  require  a 
heavy  reading  load,  can  become  almost 
impossible  to  remedy. 

The  Academic  Standards  Office, 
located  in  B-202  Administration 
Building,  offers  free  information  to 
students  on  budgeting  time, 
establishing  academic  values,  and 
studying  effectively. 

The  student’s  glory  is  when  he  finds 
that  “hitting  the  books”  is  not  a 
drudgery,  but  a quest. 

DO’S  AND  DONT’S 

So,  here  is  a potpourri  of  study  hints 
to  cure  any  symptoms  of  academic-itis 
and  insure  no  re-occurences: 

-Do  work  on  time.  Don’t  put  off 
reading  assignments  since  one  day  of 
getting  behind  can  be  disastrous. 

-Attend  class-in  spirit  as  well  as 
body. 

—Get  to  know  your  professor.  The 
traditional  “apple-shiner”  doesn’t  have  - 
to  be  hypocritical. 


-Don’t  drift.  Analyze  work  from 
week  to  week  and  write  down  specifics 
you  want  to  accomplish  that  week. 

-Schedule  study  periods  of  about  50 
minutes.  If  you  need  to  study  longer, 
take  a short  break  and  then  resume 
studies. 

-Get  pressing  study  accomplished 
during  the  day.  Then  nights  are  free  for 
review,  and  there  is  no  last-minute 
panic. 

-Include  sleep  in  your  budget.  One 
usually  needs  seven  to  eight  hours  of 
uninterrupted  sleep  to  carry  on  the 
other  16  to  17  hours. 

-In  planning  your  work,  leave  time 
to  eat  properly  and  time  for  personal 
grooming.  Psychologists  claim  that  the 
better  a person  looks  and  feels,  the 
better  he  will  study. 

These  are  a few  general  suggestions. 
The  challenge-conscious  student  might 
think  of  his  own.  But  a final  word  to 
collegians  (and  tape  this  hint  on  your 
wall  or  mirror):  give  yourself  some 
credit;  have  confidence  in  your  ability 
to  learn.

Who  makes  the 
Best  Cameras 
and  Why: 


The  popular  cameras  of  the 
world  were  first  made  by 
George  Eastman  who  founded  a 
little  company  in  Rochester, 
New  York,  before  the  turn  of 
the  century  which  has  become 
the  Eastman  Kodak  Company 
giant. 

But  somewhere  along  the 
line  the  precision  product  was 
produced  in  Germany,  and  for 
many,  many  years  the  care  and 
thoroughness  of  the  Germans 
gave  them  unchallenged  world 
supremacy  in  photograph  lenses 
and  cameras. 

Then  came  World  War  II, 
and  a strange  aliance  between 
the  Nazis  and  the  Japanese. 
During  this  period  the  Japa- 
nese, apparently  under  the 
tutelage  of  imported  German 
technicians,  began  to  shift  in 
their  products  from  shoddy 
copies  for  which  they  were 
world-renowned,  to  the  finest 
of  precision  machinery.  Be- 
cause of  the  labor  differential 
and  other  factors,  after  the 
War  was  over  the  Japs  gradu- 
ally began  to  take  over  a large 
segment  of  the  world  market 
in  cameras. 

Many  of  the  products  still 
come  through  with  the  tenden- 
- cy  to  cheapness  of  former 
times,  and  it  is  necessary  to  be 
eternally  vigilant  that  you 
don’t  get  a piece  of  junk,  but 
nonetheless,  you  can  now  buy 
for  three  hundred  dollars  a 
camera  made  in  Japan  that  will 
compete  in  every  way  with  a 
German  camera  costing  five  or 
six  hundred  dollars.  Thus,  tak- 
ing price  into  consideration  we 
must  say  that  the  best  still 
cameras  in  the  world  are  made 
in  Japan. 

Funny  thing,  though,  the 
finest  movie  camera  we  have 
ever  seen  is  made,  of  all  places, 
in  France.  It  is  called  the  Beau- 
lieu. It  costs  $700.00,  but  wc 
don’t  believe  the  Japanese 
could  make  it  at  all.

Utah  Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  has 
been  named  honorary  chairman  for  the 
National  Security  Seminar  scheduled 
Oct.  14-25  in  Provo,  and  received  a 
briefing  on  the  event. 

Gov.  Rampton  accepted  the  honor  at 
the  Utah  Capitol  during  a visit  from 
Provo’s  B.E.(Bye)  Jensen,  general 
chairman,  and  other  seminar  officials. 

Provo  is  one  of  seven  cities  in 
America  which  will  host  National 
Security  Seminars  sponsored  by  the 
Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces 
of  Washington,  D.C. 

Co-sponsors  in  Provo  will  be  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Provo  City, 
Utah  County,  and  Brigham  Young 
University,  Governor  Rampton  was 
told.
